weeks ago, instructed State Chair- 
man 
Winchester Smith of Barn- 


well county to write (he National 
committee of their refusal to com- 
ply with the request for a contri- 
bution to national party funds. The 
letter was mailed cither yesterday 
or today, the Herald said. 


The state committee based 
its 


refusal on two'grounds, the Herald 
said it was informed. They were 
represented to be: (1) That

tional campaign, and (2) that even
